Open a File, Open a Gallery 


If someone asked you the location of 
a local art gallery, could you give him 
directions? Maybe you should point to 
the computer on your desk. The Canada 
RoundTable has set aside a section of 
its Software Library to feature the work 
of Canadian artists.

History of an Idea 

According to sysop Bob Perez, head 
sysop Stephen Holtzman suggested “an 
online Canadian Art Gallery” to promote 
artists electronically. Both Perez and 
sysop Robert Marcy liked the idea. 

They settled on the JPEG compression 
format for images, both because JPEG 
produces compact files, and because 
JPEG viewers are available for most 
computer platforms. 

Iva Zimova is a former student at the 
Dawson Institute of Photography where 
Perez and Marcy teach, and where 
Holtzman is the imaging technician in 
the college’s Macintosh lab. Knowing 
her work well, they approached her 
about being their first featured artist. 
Iva provided over 120 slides of her 
stunning black and white photographs. 


“We were originally going to edit the 
collection and scan only a portion of 
these images,” Perez said, “but they 
were all so good we decided to scan 
them all!” 

Gallery Gains Critical Acclaim 

After they uploaded the images, 
GEnie member Martin Coles wrote an 
article about the gallery in the Montreal 
Gazette telling his readers about Zimo- 
va’s “documentary photos taken be¬ 
tween 1989 and 1992 in Guatemala, 
Peru and Romania.” 

“The quality of the images I’ve 
downloaded from GEnie is surprisingly 
good,” Coles wrote. “I’ve printed sever¬ 
al on a 600 dot-per-inch laser printer 
with very satisfactory results.” 

Perez hopes other RoundTables will 
follow their example. “Artists could use 
the support,” he says, “and the cultural 
value would be of great benefit to 
GEnie and its members.” 

The Canada sysops plan to feature 
other artists from all across Canada; 
artists whose work will become a per¬ 
manent online collection. In the future, 
artists’ work will be limited to between 
12 and 20 images.

GENIE’S ARTIST Gateways deliver 
high quality information quickly and 
easily right to your computer. Inexpen¬ 
sive is an applicable term, and bargain 
price is even better. 

During the entire month of August, 
throughout Hot Summer Nights, GEnie 
members can search ARTIST’s Educa¬ 
tion Center and and the Consumer Medi¬ 
cine Database for half price. That means 
you can get valuable information even 
more economically than usual. 

Half-price Education 

For example, you might wonder 
about the effects of summer vacation on 
your children’s education and want 
some ideas for making sure they don’t 
lose ground. 

Go to the Educator’s Center (page 
1286, keyword EDUCATORS) which 
covers education research, psychology, 
child abuse studies, and even directories 
like Ulrich’s Periodicals and A-V 
Media. It is a GEnie$Professional ser¬ 
vice, so get familiar with the rates 
before proceeding. 

When the system prompts you for 
your search term, tell it summer vaca¬ 
tion. You can also limit your search to a 
range of years. A search of all available 
years yields 37 articles in a matter of 
seconds, including such titles as: “Chal¬ 
lenging the Assumption of Generalized 
Academic Losses Over Summer,” “Can 
Summer Vacation Be Detrimental to 
Learning?”

FAX.TXT. Search the Library using 
appropriate keywords should that file be 
missing since it is updated frequently, 
as are many others.
